If she fights by sea she will have to at- 
tack great liorts, eid in this way will- in- 
terfere with lx>th German and English trade, 
and perhaps lead to the sacrifice of English 
and German lives by exasrerated Chinese 
mobs. M. Ferry's position, despite the splen- 
did triumphs of Ui strategy hi tho Ver- 
sailles Congress, is made difficult by the holy 
horror of all Fran's, of war and the utter 
unscrupulousness of Ins opponents, who, when 
the vote of credit was under consideration, 
resorted to the worst form of flllihustering, 
twice trying to wreck the session of the 
Chamber by breaking up the quorum.

Thi prospects for Wisconsin going

A BIO FIRE. 
Two Hundred Thousand Dollars 
Wasted In a Flood «r Flames. 

Greenville, Tex., Aug. 10.— Flames were 
discovered issuing from Beats' grocery store. 
Under a strong south wind the Are rapidly 
engulfed two entire squares of wooden 
building., on South Stonewall street, includ- 
ing the Coffey Hotel. Crowing Washington 
street to the west side of the square, every 
building was swept away for two hundred 
yanls. Froru this point the flames communi- 
cated to the new County Court House ot 
Hunt County, reducing i* to ashes in spite of 
every effort. From the Coffey Hotel the Are 
also spread to the south side of the square, 
destroying half the buildings on that ilde. 
Altogether about forty business houses, half 
of them well built brick structures, with all 
their contents, were consumed. Over half of 
the business portion of Qreenville is in ruins. 
Among the buildings burned were Ramlng's 
Opera House and Kagsdale & H err In'* large 
agriculture and hardware establishment. 
The total loss, including the 140,000 Court 
House, foots up SMO.OOO, distributed among 
seventy three sufferers. 

The total Insurance is estimated at over 
$200,000, of which IISI.OOO is already known. 
Several Insurance offices were burned eat 
with all their books. It is generally believed 
that the Are was of Incendiary origin The 
citizens are greatly dejected. Oreenville has 
been peculiarly unfortunate, having had a 
previous great fire and sustained heavy loss 
through a destructive cyclone. The city has 
about 2,000 inhabitants, and is situated on 
the Missouri Pacific Railway, fifty-two miles 
Southeast of Dennisun and tho same distance 
from Dallas.

The Holders of Virginia Bonds Ar«. 
Promptly Sal Down On. 

Richmond, Va., Aug. 19 —Mr. E. W. Ly- 
brook, in the Senate, offered a joint resolu- 
tion, prepared by a lengthy preamble, to the 
effect that the holders of certain bonds of 
Virginia, estimated at from twelve to fifty - 
flve million dollars, are speculators who came 
into posKfwtion of them at a nominal cost and 
have already received in interest much wore 
than the lioiidu cost them, and have rejected 
all measures looking to an equitable settle- 
ment; therefore, 

'•Uesolvki., Tlint we do here and now em- 
inent of any part of this alleged debt or in- 
terest thereon; and the Auditor of Public Ac 
counts be instructed forthwith to refuse pay- 
ment of Interest on any bond alleged to be 
held against Virginia.''

' That the Finance Committee be, and they 
are hereby instructed to prepare ami re|»rt 
forthwith a bill prohibiting the Commission- 
ers of the Sinking Fund from purchasing any 
ljonds of the State for purposes of investment 
or retirement, which represent Iu whole or in 
part coupons maturing since the flint day of 
July, 1HS4, and to provide for the identifica- 
tion of all such bouds.
